Monument Dedicated—E. M. Peujiell, 


Esq., Delivered Principal Address. 
The people of Union Township 


celebrated the Fourth of July last 
Saturday in a very appropriate man- 
ner. 


Some time ago a movement was 


started to erect a monument in the 
cemetery at Pavia in honor of the 
sixteen soldiers who left their homes 
within the present boundaries of 
Union Township and served with the 
Union Army during the great Rebel- 
lion and sleep in Southern fields A 
memorial committee was appointed 
who took the matter in charge and 
erected a beautiful monument con- 
taining the names of the dead heroes, 
with the company and regimental or- 
ganizations to which they belonged 
and the place where each died, and 
in connection with the Fourth of 
July celebration this monument was 
dedicated. 


At half past ten o'clock the citi- 


zens assembled in the village and 
marcned to the burial ground and 
formed a great circle around the 
monument. After music by the band 
and appropriate hymns rendered by a 
local choir, the monument was un- 
veiled by a little girl and dedicated 
in a prayer by Rev. Gumbert of the 
Reformed 
Church. 
The audience 


then adjourned to the church and the 
dedicatory address was delivered by 
E. M. Pennell, Esq., of Bedford. The 
orator dwelt upon the services and 
heroism of the men whose names and 
records appeared upon the monument 
and the principle for which they 
died, and paid a glowing compliment 
to members of the Grand Army Post 
who were present in a body, and 
dwelt upon the lessons to be drawn 
by the present generation from the 
lives of the men who fought in the 
great war.

ry was established here, hence th 
name Harper's Ferry. 'Tis said tha 
it was the beautiful scenery that m 
duced Harper to settle here. 


During Washington's 
administra 


tion this identical spot was chosen, as 
the sight for a national armory be- 
cause it had so many natural ad- 
vantages. 
Nature has endowed the 


place far more than 10,000 other 
places. 
It is today a very popular 


resting place for the thousands who 
have learned of it, and in this respect 
it is much like Bedford Springs. 


Maryland Heights are situated on 


the north and Loudown Heights on 
the south, and between these two 
high mountains the Potomac flows. 
'Tis said that high upon These rocks, 
where no man has as yet been able to 
reach, a family of hawks come regu- 
larly and build.

OT all lands need tile drainage 


but there are none on whlcl 
tne problem of maintaining 
fertility is not an importan 


one. 
Fertility of the land in its broad 


est sense means its ability to produce 
large crops. 


One of the important factors influ- 


encing fertility is the amount of plant 
food in the soil. Ten elements, car- 
bon, 
hydrogen, oxygen, calcium, mag- 


nesium, iron, sulphur, nitrogen, potas- 
sium and phosphorus, are necessary to 
the growth of plants. 
From 90 to 95 


per cent of the dry matter of plants is 
made up of carbon, oxygen and hy- 
drogen, which are obtained from air 
and water. Of the others only three, 
nitrogen, phosphorus and potassium, are 
used in sHch large quantities that the 
supply in the soil is likely to become 
exhausted. 
These three are usually 


spoken of as the essential plant foods. 


Amount of Plant Food In Soils. 


These plant foods are present in 


varying amounts in ail soils. In many 
cases it is necessary to increase the 
supply by the use of commercial fer- 
tilizers. The real need of most soils, 
however, Is not the addition of more 
of these materials, but the judicious 
use of those already there. It is esti- 
mated that there is enough phosphor- 
us in the upper seven inches of soil 
in the Mississippi valley to raise a 
hundred bushels of corn to the acre 
every year for sixty years and enough 
potassium to last 600 years at the 
same rate. /Much of this phosphorus 
and potassium is combined with other 
materials in such a form that it is UL 
available for the use of the plants. 


^ of the principal problems of the 


farmer, then, is to make this stored fer- 
tility available. 


One of the most effective means of 


doing this is by keeping the soil plen- 
tifully supplied with humus. Humus 
is the name given to decaying organic 
matter in the soil. It is the humus 
that gives the dark, rich color to soils. 
It leaves that "brown streak in the 
furrow" that farmers have long re-

Humus gives the soil a spongy texture 
and greatly increases its water holding 
capacity. It also makes the soil lighter 
- and warmer 
Soils which contain largo 


amounts of uumus do not bake o 
become cloddy easily. They are me! 
low and respond readily to cultivation 
Humus contains considerable nitrogen 
aad furnishes a home for bacteria 
which aid in making plant food avail- 
able. Certain acids are also formed In 
the decaying of humus that aid in 
making the phosphorus and potas- 
sium available. It might almost be 
said that'the chief problem of main- 
taining fertility is the problem of keep- 
ing the soil supplied -with bumns. 


Maintaining the Humus Supply. 


Probably the best way of maintain- 


ing this humus supply is by the liberal 
use of barnyard manure. The surplus 
straw should be used for bedding, so 
as to save all the liquid portion and 
add to the bulk of the manure. Shred- 
ded fodder is also good for this pur- 
pose. 
The manure should be hauled 


the three essential elements. Three* 
fourths ot the air IB made up of ni- 
trogen. Clover and other leguminous 
crops are able to get nitrogen from 
this source by means of bacteria which 
live on their roots. 
These bacteria 


change the nitrogen of the air Into ni- 
trates, &• form In which It can be used 
by the plants. Fully one-third of the 
nitrogen collected by the clover plant 
is left In the soil In the roots and stub- 
ble. One crop of clover In a four year 
rotation will furnish nearly enough ni- 
trogen for the remaining: three crops 
to "the rotation. 


This is a much cheaper form of ob- 


taining nitrogen than by purchasing It 
In commercial fertilizers at 10 to 15 
cents a pound. It Is much more profit- 
able to keep the nitrogen supply fairly 
constant by the continued use of a ro- 
tation with legumes than to add a 
large amount at one time. Nitrogen in 
the form of nitrates Is readily soluble, 
and every rain washes some of It out 
of the soil. This Is not true of the 
other essential elements to any marked 
extent. 
Too liberal a supply of nitro- 


gen at one time tends also to promote 
too rapid leaf growth at the expense 
of fruit or grain. 


The stubble and roots of the clover, 


together with the cornstalks and other 
rubbish, will do a great deal to keep 
up the humus supply. In addition to

The manure can be 
loaded direct from the stables to the 
spreader at almost all seasons of the 
year and spread In an even layer upon 
the field. With a spreader the manure 
can be made to cover twice as much 
jrountl, so 1h.it the whole farm can bo 
.jonc over oftener. 


While barnyard manure is undoubt- 


edly one of the bost means of main- 
lining fertility, it cannot always be 
had. 
Many farmers, because of their 


ocation near markets which demand 
certain crops, find It more profitable to 
supply those crops than to raise livo 
stock. 
Others prefer grain farming 


secause it is loss confining. Such fann- 
ers must have some method of main- 
alning fertility which does not depend 
primarily upon manure. 


The Value of Clover. 


The best substitute for manure U 
ilover. Clover supplies an abundance 
if nitrogen, the most rapidly used of

this, if no manure at all is available. 
some humus may have to be supplied 
from some other source. This is espe- 
cially true if the soil is naturally poor 
n humus. One of the simplest ways 
:o supply this is by green manuring. 
This means the turning under of a 
green crop, such as clover, cowpeas or 
ome other legume. This supplies both 
humus and nitrogen. The best time to 
plow under such a crop is in the fall, 
o that it will have time to decay be 
'ore spring 
A large mass of unde- 


ayed material plowed under in the 
pring checks the upward movement 
f moisture and is liable to make the 
and sour. 
Another method of adding to the hu- 


mus supply is by mowing a crop of 
lover about haying time and letting it 


on the ground. 
The second crop 


an be cut in the same way or used for 
all feed or for seed. 


"Clover Sick" Soil. 


After" clover has been grown for a 


considerable length of time, especially 
if much has been plowed under for 
green manure, the land is liable to be- 
come "clover sick." This Is caused by 
an excess of acid in the soil. This 
acid can be neutralized by the applica- 
tion of ground limestone. Caustic or 
quicklime is not so good as limestone, 
since it burns up large quantities of 
humus and in general is too violent In 
its action. Lime has another advan- 
tage on clay soils in that It causes the 
particles to adhere together in larger 
masses, thus making the soil more 
porous. The usual rate of application 
is from twenty to forty bushels to the 
acre. With the application of lime, as 
well as with the adoption of any other 
new method, it Is best to try It on a 
small scale first. Then If it proves 
profitable its use can be extended. 


The judicious use of clover or some 


other legume will effectively solve the 
humus and nitrogen problems. There 
remains the question of the potassium 
and phosphorus supply. 
Clover also 


aids with these. 
The humus formec 


from it helps to dissolve the unavail- 
able materials and prepare them for 
the use of the plant. As stated before, 
there Is enough potassium in the upper 
seven inches of the average prairie 
soi! to last 600 years under the most 
intensive culture and enough phos- 
phorus for fifty years. Clover Changes 
;his seven inches into twice as many 
feet. 
Clover roots go down ten or a 


dozen feet or farther. Alfalfa roots go 
down twenty feet or more These deep 
roots bring up mlner.ils from the lower 
33 ors of soil and loin e them where 
he shallower rooted ^rain crops can 
;et them 


Making Fertility Available.

THE SDIDW SCHOOL

THE INTERNATIONAL SERIES. 


Text of the Lesson, Acts xvi, 16-40. 


Memory Verses, 29-31—Golden Text, 
Acts xvi, 31—Commentary Prepared 
by Rev. D. M. Stearns.

The scene of this lesson is Philippi. 


The special places in the city .are the 
prayer meeting, the prison and the 
home of Lydia. 
The principal inci- 


dents are the casting out of the evil 
spirit, the cruel treatment and im- 
prisonment of Paul and Silas and the 
conversion of the jailer and his house- 
hold. And the great workers are, as 
always, God and the devil. Thus the 
story is in greater or less measure 
duplicated every day until finally the 
devil and all his followers shall be 
sent to the place prepared for them 
and the kingdom shall be the Lord's, 
"Yea, all kings shall fall down before 
Him; all nations shall serve Him" 
(Ps. Ixxii, 11). In whatever part of 
the conflict we may find ourselves we 
must at any cost stand wholly apart 
from all that is of the devil, for all 
that is is either of God or the devil, 
no matter how it may look to our eyes. 
As the servants of God proceeded to 
the place of prayer a young woman 
met them who cried, "These men are 
the servants of the Most High God, 
who shew unto us the way of salva- 
tion," and this she did many days. 
Now, 
this was the truth that she tit- 


tered, as were also the words of the 
evil spirit in Mark i, 24, "Thou art 
the holy one of Clod," but Jesus would 
have none of that, and Paul would 
have none of this, recognizing it to be 
of the devil, so in the name of Jesus 
he commanded the evil spirit to come 
out of her. Good words and good 
works, as men judge, do not neces- 
sarily indicate the spirit of God as the 
one who is speaking and working. No 
one ever said more beautiful and won- 
derful words than Balaam, and yet he 
is associated in Jude 11 with Cain and 
Core, and we are taught to beware of 
such as he. Those who do not honor 
Jesus as God are not of God and 
therefore must be of the evil one, and 
yet many such are 'honored today as 
if they were truly sent of God, and to 
talk against them would cause possibly 
as great a tumult as did the casting 
out of this demon at Philippi. Some 
say we must be broad minded and ac- 
knowledge the good in all religions, 
but as the truth -is in Jesus and not 
in other so called leaders we must be 
as narrow as Paul and as Jesus Him- 
self, who told the religious leaders of 
His day that they were of the devil. 


When people's gains are touched 


they arp npt to become suddenly in- 
dignant against 
unrighteousness as 


viewed from their standpoint, as the 
men in our lesson did and later those 
at Ephesus (chapter xix, 23-29). Paul 
and Silas were therefore arrested, 
many stripes laid upon them, and they 
were cast into the inner prison and 
their feet made fast in the stocks. 
Where now was the "all power" of 
Him who sent them forth, the "power 
over all the power of the enemy?" 
(Matt, xxviii, 18; L,uke x, 19). As well 
ask the same concerning Joseph and 
Daniel and all others who have been 
permitted to suffer for His sake. Paul 
knew that he was called to suffer for 
Christ's sake, and he assures us that 
it is our privilege also (Acts ix, 16; 
Phil, i, 29). To glorify God is every- 
thing, and, if we can do that best by 
suffering, then suffering is the way. 
With aching bodies and feeling that 
they had been shamefully treated (I 
Thess. ii, 2), they prayed' to God and 
by His grace were able to sing praises 
to Him so loudly that all the prisoners 
heard them. Like Jehoshaphat's sing- 
ers, they praised the Lord before they 
saw deliverance (II Chron. xx, 21, 22). 
It is well to "bless the Lord at all 
times and have His praise continually 
in our mouth" (Ps. xxxiv, 1). Not 
only were they heard throughout the 
prison, but in heaven also, and sud- 
denly the prison was shaken by an 
earthquake, 
all doors 
opened 
and 


every one's bands loosed. 
Some one 


has said that, although they had not 
influence enough on earth to keep 
them out of jail or to get them out, 
they had power enough from heaven 
to shake the prison to its very founda- 
tions. 
Thp jailer also was shaken to 


his very soul and would have killed 
bimsell; but. finding his prisoners all 
safe, he is convicted of sin and, falling 
down before Paul and Silas, asked 
what he must do to be saved. Gather- 
ing his household together, they had 
the way of salvation set before them 
by these messengers of the Lord, and 
that night he and all his confessed 
Christ by baptism. 


We may judge from Paul's preach- 


ing, as recorded elsewhere, just what 
he would tell them of the condition of 
all men by nature, of the grace of 
God in giving His Son to die for sin- 
ners, the just for the unjust; of His 
being made a curse for us. of His 
resurrection, ascension 
and coming 


again. Doubtless Paul would sny. "Tt 
was to Him we prayed down there Ju 
the dungeon. His praises we sang, and 
in heaven He heard us and did this 
wonderful thing and kept you from 
killing yourself that you might b€ 
saved and after witnessing and suf- 
fering here for awhile share with Him 
His kingdom and glory."
